Dear Mr. Peach: 

In response to your request, this confirms in writing 
information which has been relayed to you by a representative 
of this office concerning the classification of a report pre- 
pared by GAO entitled "Nuclear Diversion in the United States? 
Thirteen Years of Contradiction and Confusion." We are unable 
to react positively to your declassification request for a 
number of reasons. The principal reason is the requirement 
to protect intelligence sources and methods from unauthorized 
disclosure, as was explained in Director of Central Intelligence 
Turner’s 1 September 1978 letter to Mr. Staats. Another con- 
tributing factor is the often inextricable linkage between 
sections of the report. Finally, it is my understanding that 
you are a\\?are of an ongoing Department of Justice investigation 
of this subject and we defer to the Department of Justice 
completely on the effect publication of the GAO report would 
have on this investigation. 

In light of the above, I assume we have your assurance 
that the report will be appropriately marked to assure that 
it is handled in accordance with securip^'Tequirements .
